More than 30 were injured in the 
tragedy. 

As firemen pulled down the rear 
section of the splitting roof which 
had imperilled workers cautiously 
removing bricks by hand, steam- 
shovels were prepared to begin 
biting into the huge mound of 
debris.

Drastic Revision 


Labor Laws Urged 


SAN FRANCISCO, (AP)—The 
American Farm Bureau federation, 
speaking for more than 1,000,000 
agriculturists, Friday was pledged 
to support sharp revision of labor 
laws, including abolition of the 
closed shop. 

In addition the group, at its con- 
vention, rebuked “certain labor 
leaders” for exercising “unrestrain- 
ed and unregulated power” which 
“will lead us to Communism.” 

The labor resolution would: 

1, Ban the closed shop. 

2. Outlaw jurisdictional and sym- 
pathetic strikes. 

3. Compel arbitration of food, 
fuel and public service industry 
disputes, or where public health, 
safety and welfare would be men- 
aced. 

4. Forbid secondary boycotts and 
“hot-cargo” practices. 

5. Restore free speech to employ- 
ers during organizing drives and 
permit employers to petition for 


elections to determine bargaining 


agencies, 

6. Set up settlement procedure 
for labor disputes, requiring trial 
of negotiation, mediation and arbi- 
tration before strikes or lockouts. 

7. Make unions incorporate and 
publish financial statements, and 
make them liable in court for 
breach of contract 

8. Take away worker rights under 
the National Labor Relations act 
in “wildeat” strikes, allowing em- 
ployers to discharge such strikers. 

9. Put labor unions under the 
anti-trust laws. 

10, Penalize use of force or vio- 
lence.

Field Crops Value 
Highest Since '44 


OTTAWA, (CP)— Gross value of 
| principal field crops produced on 
Canadian farms this year is esti- 
; mated tentatively at $1,238,645,000, 
compared with $1,135,264,000 in 1945, 
the dominion bureau of statistics 
reported Thursday. 

This year’s total was the fifth 
highest gross value since the bureau 
began keeping records in 1908 and 
|} was exceeded only in 1918, 1919, 
1920 and 1944. High prices after’ the 
| First Great War accounted chiefly 
| for the high value recorded in 1918- 
| 20 while relatively high rate of pro- 
duction was responsible for the 
larger 1944 total. 

The bureau said this year’s high 
total was largely accounted for by 
a higher rate of production in 
western Canada, although increased 
prices for some crops also exerted 
| an upward pressure. 

The 1946 wheat crop was valued 
at $477,487,000, $125,446,000 greater 
than the revised 1945 value of $353,- 
041,000, This increase was largely 
}a reflection of the higher produc- 
tion in the prairie provinces. this 
| year. There was little difference in 
| the average fdrm price of wheat for 
|the two years when the retroactive 
increase of 10 cents in the initial 
| payment for western wheat for the 
| 1945-46 crop year was taken into 
| account,

Diplomats from Franco Spain 


NEW YORK, (AP)—The United 
| Nations general assembly Friday 
|passed one of its touchiest issues 
| to its 54 members by recommend- 
|ing withdrawal of ambassadors and 
|ministers from Franco Spain and 
a British spokeman immediately 
announced that Britain would “very 
shortly” recall its ambassador from 
Madrid. 

A government source in London 
said Sir Victor Mallet, British am- 
bassador to Spain, would be re- 
called in accordance with the U.N. 
resolution declaring the Franco 
government to be a ‘Fascist regime.” 
The informant said the Madrid 
embassy probably would be re- 
duced to the status of a legation.

Diplomats in Madrid who would 
be affected by the U.N. resolution 
include ministers from the Domin- 
ican Republic and El Salvador, 
which voted against the U.N, reso- 
lution, and the Netherlands and 
Turkey, which sustained from vot- 
ing.

Canada Continues 
| UNRRA Supplies 


OTTAWA, (CP)— Shipments of 
Canadian supplies through UNRRA 
will continue in 1947 despite official 
closing of the relief agency at the 
end of the year, an official of the 
government-owned Canadian Com- 
mercial corporation said Thursday 

(An external affairs spokesman 
recently estimated UNRRA would 
have a balance of nearly $50,000,000 
at the end of the year, most ot 
whieh would be used for continuing 
purchase of supplies.) 

Cansuian goods, the official said, 
would be sent to Europe until the 
end of March and to China until 
the end of June. It was expected 
current contracts would be filled by 
that time.

| Shattered de Havilland Jet Plane

LONDON,—The mysterious “shock 
wave” which turns air into a bar- 
| stor like a brick wall when an 
| aircraft approaches the speed of 
sound, was responsible for the death 
of British test pilot Geoffrey de 
Havilland, who lost his life while 
testing the de Havilland 108 tail- 
less jet-plane last September 


| That is the judgment of ex- 
|perts who have been investigating 
reasons why the aircraft smashed 


to pieces in mid-air while de Havil- | 


land was making final prepara- 
tions for an attempt on the world 
speed record, now held by a British 
Gloster Meteor at 616 miles an hour 
It is believed he was travelling 
}at between 650 and 700 miles an 
hour when the machine broke up 
Its disintegration was due, not to 
an explosion in the special high- 
power jet engine installed shortly 
| before that last flight, nor to any 
| other mechanical defect, but to the 
| fact that de Havilland ventured too 
far into the forbidden territory 
approaching the speed of sound 

No living man knows exactly what 
happens when those speeds are 
| reached It is known when the 
| Meteor approaches its maximum, 
the controls become very uncertain 
land the aircraft begins w pitch, 


with its nosg sharply rising and 


falling. 
De Havilland intended to

stances. He pushed it too far. 


At 10,000 feet, with throttle wide 
and jet motor delivering some-

But, on evidence gained 
in a wind tunnel, it is probable the 
dreaded shock wave wrenched off 
the wings, contro] surfaces and 
outer skin of the aircraft 

The machine fell in pieces, into 
the mud of the Thames’ estuary, 
and Geoffrey de Havilland fell to 
his death in the water. His body 
was carried out on the ebbing tide 
several das 


and was recovered 

later. The 109 carried a movie 
camera which made a record of 
instrument readings, but the film 


was so badly damaged by immersion 
in water the figures were illegible 

No other British test pilot will 
attempt to burst through the in- 
visible barrier until more informa-

Worked in Manitoba 

For two years he worked in 
Gretna, Man., earning $110 a year 
and his board. He later returned to 
the Ukraine and brought out his 
wife and three children. 

For four years on his return he 
continued to work at Gretna earn- 


‘ing $80 a year in cash and 80 


bushels of wheat and 40 bushels of 
barley. 

After a fourth child was born, 
Eleniak chartered a freight car 
for $40 and loaded it with two 
cows, two oxen, 30 chickens, a 
wagon, a plow, 12 sacks of flour, 
eight hams and his family and set 
off for Chipman where a brother, 
William, already had settled. 

That was his start. Since then he 
developed his land with a half- 
century of labor, his family branch- 
ing out into many other fields of 
Canadian life.

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Up To The House-Holder 


Residents of a New York tenement build- 
ing leaned out of the windows to watch firemen 
fight a blaze in an unoccupied ice house next 
door, Fumes in the ice house exploded and top- 
pled the brick wall over onto the tenement block. 

There were 28 families living in that four- 
storey structure, totalling 94 persons, Early 
estimates were that 15 of them were killed out- 
right and 30 more trapped under tons of debris, 
dead or alive, 

This is one day’s news item showing why 
Alberta’s fire prevention Commissioner deserves 
hearty approval for starting a drive to tighten 
up the enforcement of prevention laws and to 
arouse public attention to the reality and the 
menace of the fire hazard. Every day brings a 
Similarly plain warning from some quarter that 
official laxity or private carelessness endanger 
lives as well as property, 

As part of this security campaign there are 
to be more inspectors on the job, and more 
inspections of hotels, halls and other pub- 
lic buildings. But this alone will not abolish 
the hazard, for public buildings are not the only | 
ones which burn, nor the only ones in. which 
people die when fire breaks out. 

Private houses also catch fire and are de- 
stroyed, in Alberta as elsewhere, and frequently | 
some of the occupants burn to death. With this 
phase of fire prevention, officials cannot deal 
adequately. There are too many homes, and | 
they are too widely scattered. The province 
couldn’t hire enough inspectors to look over 
every piece of heating equipment and every 
chimney in Alberta, 

It is up to the house-holder, owner or ten- 
ant, to attend to this matter. If he doesn't do 
it, it will not be done. And this is the time 
of year when the hazard is greatest, with stoves | 
and furnaces blazing and smoke pipes and out- | 
lets filled with hot fumes, 

If this drive for safety is to save more than 
a fraction of the lives and property it should 
save, the house-holder will have to do his part 
and do it thoroughly. The officials are pledged 
to do their share, But their share is limited. The 
rest belongs to the man—every man—who lives 
in a house, and whose family may die if he does 
not take the trouble to protect them. | 


The Amazing Mr. McGeer 


Gerry McGeer has done it again, Or, to put | 
it more formally, Senator Gerald Gratton McGeer 
KC., champion of financial reform, civic builder | 
extraordinary and one of the most impressive 
political figures in Canada, has once more been 
elected to the chief magistracy of Vancouver 
with a record vote. 

Ten years ago, Mr. MecGeer was accorded 
the greatest majority in any mayoralty contest 
in the coast city. This time, opposed by a cap- 
able and distinguished veteran who enjoyed the 
blessing of the retiring administration and by 
a strong CCF candidate, he defeated both of 
them with a 10,000 plurality over his nearest 
competitor. And this in spite of the fact that 
his whirlwind campaign was interrupted by an 
appendectomy which turned itself into peritonitis 
just when Gerry got going at his inimitable best. 

But the citizens of Vancouver remembered 
that Gerry McGeer had lifted that city out of 
the doldrums in his former term by building a 
Spacious new city hall and by directing other 
dreams of civic grandeur which unaccountably | 
came true. 

One of the amazing qualities of the amazing | 
Mr. McGeer is that his dreams usually do come 
true, And it is that fact, as much as any other, 
that will start the reminiscences flowing in | 
Victoria and Ottawa. For he served both in the 
B. C. legislature and in the Canadian House of 
Commons before being transferred to the Senate 
—a political interment which had the astonish- 
ing consequences of providing Mr. McGeer with | 
n opportunity of not only resurrecting himself | 
but of restoring some measure of life to the dig- 
nified mausoleum to which he had been con- 
signed, 

Mr, McGeer possesses astounding resiliency. 
Not so many years ago he lay a®death’s door in 
Ottawa of an ailment that was supposed to put 
an end to him. But he rose from his death bed 
to flog The Bank of Canada into real public | 
ownership, if not fully into all the purposts for 
which it had been intended—one of the great- 
est and most useful political feats of our time.

The Satellites 


The satellite states won’t be starting any 
wars with the armies, air forces and fleets al- 
lowed them under the treaties they are to be 
told to sign on February 10th.

This is simply’ the operation 
of the age old law’ of supply 
and demand. If all the wheat 
producing countries in the world 
were under dictatorships, and 
dictators could meet around a

and at what price, the law of 
| supply and demand could prob-

(CP)—Boosting of un- 
employment insurance benefits will 
be sought at the next session of 
yarliament, it is expected here, and 
ome likelihood exists also that the 
cheme will be broadened to take 
in logging and lumber workers. 

Though no moves in this direc- 
tion are apparent as yet, it is con- 
sidered probable the unemployment 
insurance advisory committeee will 
recommend to the government larg- 
er payments to jobless from the 
rapidly-growing fund of around 
$350,000,000, while the scope of the 
scheme as it affects lumbermen may 
be extended under existing legis- 
lation. 

Benefit payments now range up 
to $12.20 a week for single workers 
and $14.40 for those with depend- 
ents, Last spring, the committee 
raised to $14.28 and $18.30, with the 
bulk of the increases going to men 
with dependents. This was turned 
down. 

For the lumber workers, the plan 
is effective now only in British

Find Folic Acid 
Combats Anaemia 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (AP)— 
| Sue essful use of folic acid (vitamin 
| M) as an effective and “more con- 
| venient” agent for the treatment of 
pernicious anaemia and sprue—an 
ana*mic-like malady, has been re- 
ported. 

First tested on monkeys and 
micro-organisms, the synthetic com- 
pourd has been administered to 13 
hurmans—12 of whom responded 
with inarked improvement, said D: 
John R. Totter, associate professor 
of oiuchemistry at the University o! 
Arkansas 

The substance also has been found 
“very effective in the treatment of 
several types of diarrhea” and is 
being studied for use in combatting 
low white cel] counts in the blood 
such as caused by radiation of the 
type produced in atomic bomb ex- 
plosions, Dr. Totter added. 

He said folic acid probably was 
superior to liver extracts in the 
trea'inent of sprue because of its 
demonstrated qualities of checking 
diarrhea in such cases, 

Vitamin M, later renamed folic 
acid was discovered here in 1935 in 
the medical school laboratories. The 
substance is found in liver and green 
leafy vegetables but for research 
and distribution has been synthe- 
sized

“The time will come, if it has not 
already passed, when women will 
be increasingly required to take 
a lead in the framing of major dec- 
isions affecting the welfare and 
prosperity of the people. The effect- 
ive expression of the woman's view- 
point cannot be successfully ach- 
jeved without extensive organiza- 
tion, and that is why I support the 
amalgamation of the three farm 
bodies.” said Mrs, Lowe, 

Mrs. Ross agreed with the opin- 
ion of Mrs. Lowe, and observed 
that through amalgamation the 
women of all member agricultur- 
al units throughout Canada would 
be linked in a common bloe for 
common objectives through the 
parent agency of the Canadian Fed- 
eration of Agriculturé, which in 
itself extends internationally, Am- 
algamation of the three farm org- 
anizations would accomplish this 
end in a term of months which un- 
der other circumstances would 
take years of laborious organizing, 
and with no reasonable assurance 
of success in the end,

lic stockyards and to packers should 
cease. 

Support was accorded the sheep 
breeders associations in their recent 
| plea to the provincial government 
for the taking of effective steps to 
}end the coyote menace. 

Approval was given the plan on 
foot to popularize and increase the 


{domestic consumption of beef with | 


a view to absorbing the volume of- 
fered when the British contract 
ends. It was suggested that the do- 
minion-wide scheme be enlarged to 
include all kinds of meats, 

The meeting went on record as 
supporting the advanced schedule 
of prices urged for dairy products 
by the Canadian Federation of Agri- 
culture in its recent presentation to 
the federal government of a case for 
action to halt declining production 
of dairy health foods. 

Three that passed dealt with 
poultry. One declared the prices 
realized on contract eggs to Britain 
not high enough and requested the 
dominion government to consult 
producers as to costs of production 
and prices before making any new 
export contracts. Another requested 
higher ceiling prices on poultry 
products since these only took effect 
in periods of scarcity, with products 
selling at floor levels provided by 
exports for most of the year, Third 
asked continuation of feed subsidies 
on imported proteins for the manu- 
facture of poultfy concentrates, 

Revival of the dominion-provin- 
cial wool bonus was asked, 

Approval was voted the proposal 
to cancel the bushelage equaliza- 
tion fee on barley and pay $5 an 
acre to the growers. Increase from 
five to 20 cents per bushel was asked 
on barley shipped to maltsters, 

The dominion was requested to 
have the Canadian wheat board 
distribute as promised when deliver- 
ed, the fina] payment on the 1945 
wheat crop rather than hold it for 
inclusion in the five-year pool; to 
raise the domestic price on wheat 
milled into flour for Canadian con- 
sumption from 1.30 to at least 1.85; 
and to charge Canadian distillers the 
export price for wheat used instead 
of the present low domestic one,
